TO THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


OF THE TOWN OF LONDONDERRY SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


I herewith submit my first annual report to the citizens of 
Londonderry. . ) 

Your decision to employ a superintendent of schools was 
the result, I assume, of your desire to have better schools. I 
feel that you will wish me to state frankly and fearlessly my 
opinion in regard to the conditions as I have found them, and 
‘to make whatever recommendations may seem wise as to how 
they may be improved. 

I have been pleasantly surprised at the excellence of our 
school buildings; with the exception of that in District No. 
9, of which I shall speak later, they are large and well lighted, 
and in good repair. A moderate expenditure year by year 
should be made to keep them so. The out buildings are gen- 
erally in good condition; some repairs have been made at No. 
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1, and some are needed at No. 9. There is an important re- _ 


spect in which these buildings are seriously at fault, and that 
is that the entrance to the boys’ room and that to the girls’ 
are not widely enough separated. It is wise when possible to 
have the doors enter from opposite sides of the building, in- 
stead of side by side, and even to separate the two entrances 
by a high fence. In the case of many of our out buildings a 


very slight alteration would accomplish this, simply the board- 


ing up of one door and the cutting of another. 
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In the matter of text-books I found the town well equip- 
ped with everything except matter for reading and reference. 
Reading is usually the first subject on which a superintendent 
begins his work, and so it was with me. I found that a good 
many of our teachers were not succeeding in getting results 
in reading; in too many cases pupils were merely pronouncing 
the words without any expression at all, and ap) irently with- 
out any appreciation of what they were reading. J have tried 
to improve this condition by showing the teachers the under- 
lying principles of teaching the subject, and have noted some 
improvement. The amount of available reading matter has 
been generously added to during the year, and more will 
doubtless be bought next year. I hope soon to have our chil- 
dren taught reading as well as they are in other places. 

We have had, on the whole, an efficient force of teachers.. 
I have of course seen a great deal of poor teaching, but that, I 
am afraid, is to be expected for some time yet. ‘T'oo many 
teachers merely hear lessons instead of teaching; it is alto- 
gether too rarely that we find a teacher throwing the text- 
book in Geography or Arithmetic aside, and teaching the 
subject instead. We are curiously enslaved tothe text-book 
idea; I have in one or two cases found it very difficult to ar- 
range a teacher’s daily time table for her because she did not 
dare to let William and Harry and Bessie all read together 
and save hearing three classes. ‘Why! Bessie is in the Fifth 
Reader, while Harry is not through the Fourth, and William. 
has only just started it. And in Arithmetic William hasn’t. 
finished long division yet, while Harry is almost over to Frac-. 
tions.’ We must get rid of this bondage to the book, and 
allow our teachers to teach the subject. In one of my best 
rural. schools the greater part of the Arithmetic is done orally,. 
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and in this work practically all the upper. school recite to- — 


gether. In Reading no school ought to have over four classes; 
in Geography never more thantwo; History, two; Grammar, 
one; Spelling, perhaps three. By this cutting down the num- 
ber of classes we give teachers time for longer periods and 
more real work, and gain greatly needed time for such sub- 
jects as language, nature-study, drawing, and—some day— 
manual training and sewing. 

But I started to tell about our teachers. I feel that we 
ought in filling vacancies in our teaching force to insist that 
none but normal-trained women be employed. The untrained 
girl does the best she can, but she herself would probably be 
the first to acknowledge her need of training. Above all is it 
poor policy to hire inexperienced teachers with no training; 
money spent on schools under such is not infrequently wasted, 
and it takes a long time to get the school back where it ought 
to be. The selection and nomination of all teachers should 
be by the supsrintendent, their election by the school board; 
he has an acquaintance with the sources from which teachers 
are to be had that makes it far more possible that his selec- 
tion will be a wise one than-is the case when the choice is 


made by the School Board. His nominees should come be- ; 


fore the Board for election, but the Board should not do the 
selecting. 

Weare trying to get our schools graded in accordance 
with the State Program of Studies. This is however a mat- 
ter that requires considerable time; by a year from now doubt- 
less it will be completed. When that 1s done we shall have 
eight grades, with each grade at work upon the same studies 
as are pursued all over New Hampshire in that grade. Each 
year the children will advance, and at the end of the eighth 


63. 


grade will come the certificate that admits to the Academy. 
_ Even now, ot course, the superintendent’s recommendation is 
‘sufficient for entrance to Pinkerton; no Londonderry children 
will have to be examined at the Academy this summer. It is 
hoped that this relief from a trying ordeal may encourage all 
-of our eighth grade pupils to attend Pinkerton and obtain the 
benefits of.a high school education. 

We have received from the Woman’s Relief Corps a gift 
-of handsome flags for the interior of our schools. These are 
welcomed with pleasure and gratitude by us all, and our 
thanks are extended for them. Each school in town now has 
the American flag placed prominently in view of every 
‘scholar. ; 

At District No. 9 we havea school that is very much 
overcrowded. Next spring there will probably be over thirty 
| pupils here with a building none too large for one third that 
number. I urge upon the town the need of an appropriation 
large enough to remodel or replace this building and to equip 
the new one with single désks and slate blackboards. The 
school will never be up to the proper standard as_ conditions 
are now; with a suitable building it will soon be one of our 
‘ best schools. | 

I wish to urge the people of Londonderry to make me 
in the fullest sense their own servant; to bring to me all mat- 
ters concerning the schools; and especially to point out to me > 
any cause for dissatisfaction with them. We are all working 
for the same end, which is to provide our children with the 
best education possible; it is only by working together that 
we can attain it. Criticism is of great benefit when it leads to 
an improvement of conditions, but this is possible only when 
the criticism is made known. 


“y 
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I regret that my term of service has been so short that. 
thus far I have been abie to do hardly more than look the 
field over.. I have had time enough however to see many 
places where work is needed. _ We need organization, sys- 
tem; we need one person who is working six days out of the 
week on schools like ours to take ours and make them a part 
of his school system; to see that we have just as good teachers. 
as our money will hire, and that we have the same things for 
our scholars to work with that they have in other places; to 
look to it that what we spend for books and supplies is spent. 
wisely and economically; to stand by our teachers with aid 
and counsel; to look after the truant and the delinquent; in 
brief to manage our schools as a manufacturer wants his busi- 
ness managed. 

I thank both School Board and citizens for the courtesy 
and kindness that I have at all times received, and promise 
my best efforts in making our schools as good as we all wish 
them to be.

ANNUAL REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 
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Your School Board organized with Mr. Frank Avery 
chairman, and Mrs. Mabel Adams, secretary; but at the next 
meeting of the Board, in accordance with the urgent request 
of Mr. Avery, Mrs. Adams was made acting chairman for the 
year. 

We would again call your attention to Section 2, Article 
é 3, Of the Session Laws of 1909, which provides that a certain 
sum of money, in proportion to the average attendance of 
pupils, be paid the town by the State. 

This year, owing to an increase in our average attend-. 
ance, we received from this source $158.75 

Is it not then evident to all tax payers (speaking merely 
from a financial point of view) that it is for their interest to aid. 
in securing perfect attendance of all children of school age at 
our public schools ? 

With that purpose in view, we have given diplomas to. 
every child that has been perfect in attendance during the. 
year, sickness excepted. 

We have also divided our schools into three sections andi 


given a beautiful framed picture to the school in each section. 
having the highest per cent of attendance. The schools re-. 


ceiving these prizes are Nos. 4, 5, and 6. In this connection, 
we wish to thank parents, and all those having charge of 
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children of school age, for their hearty co-operation along 
this line. 

In last year’s report your attention was called to the fact 
that school houses-'7 and 9 were much in need of extended 
repairs. Asschool house No. 7 was apparently in the worse 
condition the following repairs were made under the direction 
of Mr. Arthur Evans. This school house was painted outside, 
shellaced and varnished inside, side walls painted, ceiling 
whitened, one side shingled and new single seats added, 

Not having money enough left, from the $300 raised for 
repairs, to place school house No. 9 in a suitable condition, it 
was thought best to use the balance of the money in making , 
necessary repairs on other school houses. 

This year the school houses needing repairs are Nos. 9, 
8, 6, and 2. | 

Under the laws ot 1909, Chapter 88, Section 2, the 
School Board is required to state in detail the sums of money 
which will be required during the ensuing fiscal year. 

They are as follows: 


1. Amount of money for text books, $150 00 
2. Amount of money for scholars’ supplies, 150 00 
3. Amount of money for High School and ; 
Academy tuition, 800 00 
4. Amount of money for flags and appur- | 
tenances, 25 00 


Last vear, at the town school meeting, it was voted to 
unite with the towns of Derry and Windham to form a super- _ 
visory District. . 

The school year beginning in September your committee 
were unable to secure the services of the Superintendent until 
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that time. The spring term, therefore, was under the direc- 
tion of your School Board as in previous years. 

At a Supervisory District meeting held in May the District 
voted to offer to Supt. Reynolds a salary of $1400.00 for the 
year. This offer was accepted. 


The apportionment of time was asfoilows: Derry three 
days, Windham one day, and Londonderry one day in each 
week, our town paying the sum of $280.00, one half of which 
is received from the State. 

Ata meeting of your School Board, it was thought best 
—on account of so small a proportion of time, so large a num- 
ber of schools and distances so far between school houses— 
for the Superintendent to give his entire attention to visiting 
our schools and instructing our teachers. 

As in all other business, a certain amount of time must 
be ailowed to show results, so it is with the work of our Su- 
perintendent, the time has been so short, we are unable to 
report results, but would call your attention to Supt. Rey- 
nold’s report in which he has endeavored to tell you some- 
thing of what he has done and also what he hopes to accom- 
plish in the future.
